With the approach of spring we} 


are again confronted with the 
question of whether the tremen- 
donsly important coal mining in- 
dustry in Alberta is to be closed 
dow for the summer, or is to 
keep’ gomg and aeermulate re- 
serves of fuel agaimst next win- 
ter’s peed. Which happens will 
depend a good deal on whether or 
not the prairie market can be got 
to stock up during the summer. 
If that cannot ve done, the pros- 
“pect +s thatthe. mine output will 
dwindle away as nsual—and that 
next fall there will be the usual 
avalanche sf demands from the 
prairies for something ‘to burn, 
just whe the mines are working 
full ‘last to meet the frantic ap- 
peals of the local consumers. 
Uuless action is taken by those 
imerested in coal production, and 
by others in position to exert in- 
fluence, it is not likely that any- 
_ thing will be done this year in the 
| way of accumulating supplies in 
the summer months at the prairie 
° | atres. Experience has not shown 
t sat the effort to bring about. that 
change in the handling of the 
Western fuel problem will get any 
outside help, unless it is urgently 
asked for. Neither the Dominion 
Government, the railway manage- 
ments, nor the prairie dealers are 


likely to move in the matter of} 


their own volition. 

If the future can be judged from 
the past, the railways will prefer 
to leave box cars standing idle 
on sidings ail over Western Can- 
ada throughout the summer 
months, rather than declare a eut 
rate on coal, and take the initia- 
tive in developing the business 
during the off season. And the 
Saskatchewan and Manitoba dea!- 
ers will postpone their orders for 
fuel unttl coal weather arrives. 
The Dominion Government has 
troubles enough on hand, and as 
the owner of one of the railway 
systems. may prefer to collect high 
rates op | @! next winter, rather 
than low this summer. It 
seems, therefore, to rest with the 
Alberta coal interests to siart the 
agitation for special summer rates, 
if there is to be any.
